Chief Justice Emilio Mcnendez of the 


Cuban supreme court has sought asylum in 
the Argentine Embassy in Havana and As- 
sociate .Justice Jose Morell Romero has de- 
serted the court for the safety of the Mexi- 
can Embassy. All of the members of the 
supreme court of Cuba were installed by 
Castro soon after he overthrew President 
Fuigencio Batista. Those who now have 
fled from their posts on the high court 
were among the leaders of the revolution- 
ary party in its first days nf success. The 
fact that they are no longer trusted, or per- 
haps no longer trust the leaders of the rev- 
olution, indicates quite clearly that the 
original goals of the Castro party have 
been forgotten. 


When revolutionary leaders set out to 


reform governments and to alter govern- 
ment practice?, they are impatient with 
local details. They never are content to 
consider in detail the niceties of justice. 
They always have a goal in mind which 
they intend to reach regardless of who 
must suffer. The Castro regime is no excep- 
tion to this rule. Although the Cuban su- 
preme court was set up by the Castro gov- 
ernment, the court found itself.opposed to 
the ruthless action in cases which came be- 
fore it under the government's land seizure 
cases. In some instances it was necessary to 
rule against the government and this im- 


mediately brought notice of the great dis- 
pleasure of the Castro regime. 


Capt. Antonio Nunez Jimenez, who is 


boss of Castro's Land Reform Institute, re- 
marked after one such ruling that the court 
might soon be reorganized "in accordance 
with revolutionary reality." 


The members of the court certainly 


have had other impressive indications of 
the Castro leaders' displeasure with their 
decisions and finally they have fled to the 
sanctuary of the embassies. This is a warn- 
ing or should be a warning to the people of 
Cuba that their rights as citizens are rapid- 
ly disappearing. Following the regular 
pattern of budding dictators. Castro in the 
beginning pretended to go along in tolerat- 
ing an opposition press. Soon, however, 
tired of this slight annoyance, the news- 
papers and radio stations were taken pver. 
Now apparently he has decided to take 
over the court. 


Obviously the supreme court chief jus- 


tice and his associate realized that the 
end was near for them. They did not merely 
resign with an idea of living as citizens in 
Cuba because there is no hope for an inde- 
pendent-minded citizen there any more 
than there is for an honest court justice. 
With the press and the courts suppressed, 
there now is no one between the people and 
a brutal dictatorship.

Germany. Many of these people, 
stranded by economic forces be- 
yond their control, remained in 
eastern cities and provided the 
No'lh with the cheap labor force 
needed for its industrial revo- 
lution. New York City, for ex- 
ample, closed a 20-year period 
of expansion in I860 with a pop- 
ulation increase of half a mil- 
lion: its 800,000 residents made 
it die greatest metropolis of the 
western hemisphere. 


Change Underway 


By 1860 the 
total 
national 


product was nearly four billion 
dollars. That year — for the last 
' time — the value of manufac- 
tured goods trailed agricultural 
products. The popular picture of 
the North remained one of rus- 
tic simplicity, but the reality be- 
neath, scarcely perceived 
by 


contemporaries, 
was 
one of 


fundamental change. 


Even more than the North, the 


antebellum South was dominat- 
ed by agriculture. 
Cultivation 


was limited to a few huge cash 
crops which depleted the soil 
and made the grower almost 
completely dependent on a far- 
flung economic complex. The 
South sent its farm staples to 
Enplanri and to the northeastern 
United States where humming 
factories turned out manufac- 
tured products at an amazing 
clin. 


Because if lacked a substan- 


tial native industry, the South 
was forced to buy back the fin- 
ished products it needed, under 
a credit financing system seem- 
ingly designed to keep the South- 
em fanner always in debt. Lone 
before the war New York City 
had become — in the realm of 
banking at least — the Queen 
City of the South. 


Below the Mason-Dixnn Lire 


thrived a civilization which, in 


many ways, was unrivaled for 
the case and grace and luxury 
of its external symbols — the 
stately 
plantation, 
the 
proud 


lineage of Virginia's tidewater 
aristocracy, the Charleston town 
house, the treasured heirlooms 
and impressive family libraries 
handed down from generation to 
generation, the bustling cosmo- 
politanism of New Orleans. 


Yet this elegant facade too 


often concealed the other South 
of the subsistence farmers and 
backwoods 
settlements. 
That 


dispassionate observer Freder- 
ick Law Olmstead, reporting for 
the New York Times in the 
1850's. noted that "the propor- 
tion of the free while men who 
live as well in any respect as 
our 
working classes 
at 
the 


North, on an average, is small, 
and the citizens of the cotton 
states, as a whole. are»poor." 
But at the lime few Southerners 
seemed troubled by such dispar- 
ity. Quite the contrary: "The 


wealth of the South is permanent 
and real, that of the North fugi- 
tive and fictitious." a Southern 
journalist crowed when his sec- 
t'on emerged unscathed 
from 


the Panic of 1857. This all too 
hollow boast revealed a tragic 
ignorance and a fatal underesti- 
mation of the industrial revolu- 
tion which had bypassed 
the 


South and was remaking the 
face of the North. 


The Cotton Gin 


Cotton culture was almost an 


afterthought in the development 
of the South's agricultural econ- 
omy. The old colonial staples 
had been tobacco, rice, and in- 
digo; and at the end of the Revo- 
lution only a few planters raised 
the long-staple sea-island cotton, 
which was limited largely to the 
Carolina coast. So long as this 
situation 
existed, 
thoughtful 


Southerners. 
Washington 
and 


Jefferson among them, regarded 
slaverv as an evil which could 


and would be swept away even- 
tually. 


Then, in 1793, a Connecticut 


Yankee named Eli Whitney al- 
tered 
irrevocably the 
South's 


economy and its attitude toward 
slavery. He invented a gin, and 
overnight cotton was being sown 
and harvested on an unprece- 
dented scale. As the world's tex- 
tile 
mills gobbled "up every 


thing they could produce, plant- 
ers looked westward for new 
land. At the same time the value 
of black slaves to work the crop 
skyrocketed. 
Cotton 
exports 


soared from five million dollars 
worth in 1800 to 191 million dol- 
lars worth in 1360. The South be- 
came a cotton empire, which 
employed nearly four million 
slaves. 


sidered not only outdated, but 
uneconomical. It cost money to 
have a slave force large enough 
to work on cotton production. 
By the end of the 1850's. the 
price of a prime field hand was 
$1.800. Concentration on cotton 
raising also led to centralization 
of slave ownership: of six mil- 
lion 
Southern 
whites, 
only 


347.525 owned slaves in 1850. 


So two very different societies 


had developed in America. A 
cotton kingdom in the South, 
which sold in the world market 
and wanted all the cheap Euro- 
pean imports it could get, also 
wanted a federal 
government 


which would leave it alone, fear- 
ing that if the North won con- 
trol in Washington, it might ruin 
the South's interests. 


High Cost of Cotton 
Wanted Federal Aid 


Cotton had also saddled the 


South with a labor system that 
most impartial observers con-

as cheaply as possible for work on the plantations. 


A totally different Northern 


society was moving rapidly to- 
ward industrialism. It was a dy- 
namic society, clamoring for spe- 
cial legislation from the federal 
government. It needed assistance 
because its transportation and 
finance systems were growing 
at a terrific rate. It had popula- 
tion and immigration problems. 
It needed protection for its own 
industrialists against the very 
same cheap European imports 
the South wanted. 


Leave slavery out of this dis- 


sension. and the problems might 
have worked out without war. 
But with slavery part of tha 
problem, it soon became insolu- 
ble. Attempts to compromise the 
slavery question were tried, but 
did 
not resolve the question. 


From the Missouri Compromise 
through the fateful Kansas-Ne- 
braska act. attempts to negoti- 
ate, to trade a slave state for a 
free one. to buffer, 
to plan 


ahead, to please first one then 
another, eventually tailed. 


Slavery was a 
poison, 
and 


those for and against became 
too angry to withstand it. Un- 
doubtedly the extremists on both 
sides whipped up new tensions, 
and made issues of new cases. 
But basically slavery was the 
expression of the deep antago-
